THERE has been little rain for the last two 
months in the Counties of Jefferson, Shelby, 
Oldham, Owen, Spencer, and Scott, Ken- 
tucky, and in these places the corn and grain 
crops, where they have not failed altogether, 
are very poor. Even the small streams and 
water-courses in these regions are entirely 
dried up, and cattle and horses are suffering 
from want of water. People find some dif- 
ficulty in finding water for washing pur- 
poses. The farmers of the region are trying 
to dispose of their stock in the Louisville 
market. 


Som gunpowder cartridges were found 
in a basket at one of the railway stations at 
Birmingham (England) yesterday. The au- 
thorities immediately concluded they were 
placed there by the “dynamite patrols.” In- 
vestigation showed, however, that the car- 
tridges and gunpowder were intended for use 
on an English race-course, and not to biow 
up a Custom-House or a City-Hall. They 
were consigned under a false description in 
order that the extra payment for the transit 
ef explosives might be avoided. The dy- 
namite patrols” will claim the questionable 
credit of placing the explosives, all the same. 


SECRETARY BLAINE cabled Minister Low- 
ell last night that the President had lost 
ground yesterday, and that some of the 
symptoms which manifested themselves yes- 
terday afternoon were of the gravest char- 
acter. The condition of the swollen parotid 
gland and of the pulse and temperature 
threatened the gravest complications. Sec- 
retary Blaine also announced the alarming 
intelligence that the patient’s mind has 
been somewhat clouded at intervals, and 
that his strength continues tofail. The only 
hope which seems left lies in the fact that 
the President swallows liquid food of a 
nourishing character, and appears to digest 
it. It is quite evident from the tone of Mr. 
Blaine's dispateh that he has now little if 
any hope that the President will recover. 

THERE are unmistakable signs of the re- 
vival of the anti-Jewish agitation in Ger- 
many. At a conference of orthodox evan- 
gelical clergymen held at Berlin-—yester- 
day the Rev. Mr. Plath, Inspector of Mis- 
sions, complained that thg Jews are hostile 
to Christianity; that, not content with enjoy- 
ing equal rights with the Christians, they 
aim at obtaining predominance. He urged 
that some of the rights accorded to the 
Hebrews be withdrawn, and that special 
measures be used to break the Jewish 
autocracy. Resolutions embodying the 
Rev. Plath’s views were adopted by the con- 
ference. Herr Stoecker and Herr Ruppel. 
anti-Jewish agitators, address conservative 
meetings daily. They do not always find it 
pleasant, and Herr Ruppel had recently to 
fly for his life because of his denunciation of 
the Hebrews. 


Tux latest news from the White House 
is alarming in the extreme. It is admitted 
on all sides that unless there is a change for 
the betier to-day the President cannot re- 
cover. He is losing strength, and 
the liquid nourishment administered 
seems to have no strengthening 
effect whatever. His mind wandered nearly 
all of yesterday. The trouble appears to 
arise from the condition of the swollen 
parotid gland. The pus has accumulated in 
at least half a dozen cells in addi- 
tion to the one in which the incision 
was made on Wednesday, and the in- 
flammation is spreading, it is feared, 
in the direction of the brain. All these indi- 
cations point to blood-poisoning. Hopeseems 
to be almost abandoned at the White House, 
where all is gloom and anxiety. There is 
hardly a bare chance of recovery. 


PARNELL’s manifesto to the Irish electors 
of Durham is described as most violent.“ 
Ile declares it impossible for his party to

Open Letter of Ex-Gov. Low. to the Com- 
mission Now Sitting in San 
Francisco. 


Special Diepatch to The Chi-ago Tribune. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 25.—The Chronicle will 
to-morrow publish ap open letter from ex-Gov. 
Frederick F. Low to the Commission now in- 
vestigating the affairs of the San Francisco 
Mint in which he makes a startling exposé of 
the corruption which existed in that institution 
when it was run as a political machine in the 
interest of Sargent, Graham, and Page. 
It will be remembered that Low was a member of 
the Commission appointed by Hayes to examine 
into the Mint affairs in 1878, the Chronicle having 
charged that gross frauds were being commit- 
ted. The report of the Commission resulted in 
the removal of Le Grange, who was then Super- 
intendent. Low now states that since that 
time he has obtained full proofs of many things 
which were only suspected at thetimeof the 
investigation. His charges are sweeping, and 
implicate a large number of prominent officials. 
He says: “ An examination of the books of the 
Mint 0 

DISCLOSED NOTHING 
going to show that such grave irregularities 
had existed, nor could evidence be obtained to 
justify usin sustaining the charge as proven, 
althougb, speaking for myself, I was fully satis- 
fied from the evidence obtained that Le Grange 


had been in the habit during the 
years 1873, 1874, and 1875 of advancing 
large amounts of gold coin nominally 


to the San Francisco Refinery, but really to the 
Bank of California, without having bullion in 
hand or any other description of property to 
secure the Government against loss. All parties 
to these transactions were in the eye of the law 
guilty of felony; therefore they could not be 
expected to give testimony which might con- 
sign tnem to the Penitentiary, and few outside 
of the guilty parties who were cognizant of the 
facts were disposed to give any information, as 
the publicity of these unlawful transactions 
would be a serious detriment to the Bank of 
California, which was at that date 
STRUGGLING TO REHABILITATE ITSELF. 
Struggling to obtain legal and competent advice 
to fix the responsibility, and having satistied 
itself that whatever funds that might have been 
misappropriated had been made good in some 
way, the Commission decided to omit all men- 
tion of the matter in its report; and 
since then, while 1 bad in my - 
session conclusive evidence of these gra re 
irregularities, I have for obvious reasons muin- 
tained a studied silence, but as Mr. Page has set 
bimseif up as special defender of the honesty 
and economy Gen. Le Grange's administration 
of the mint, in doing which he has attacked 
the integrity and fairness of the Commissioners, 
who, be affirms, entered into a conspiracy 
to cause a vacancy in the Superintendency, jus- 
tice to the dead as well as living members of the 
Commission demands that the Goverument shall 
be informed of certain facts which could not be 
established in 1877. The following statement is 
made on my own responsibility, with the assur- 
ance that 
EVERY ITEM CAN BE PROVEN, 

and Mr. Page and Gen.Le Grange are challenged 
to dispute or disprove its accuracy. It is within 
my knowledge that for a long time prior to

THE CINCINNATI SOUTHERN.

CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 25.—The bids for the 
lease or sale of the Cincinnati Southern Rail- 
road were opened to-day. They were ten in 
number, and were up to the expectations of the 
public. The city pays about $1,200,000 interest 
on the railroad bounds, but it was hardly ex- 
pected that the rend could be leased for a suffi- 
cient amount to meet this interest, yet some of 
the bids were nearly equal to this amount. Al- 
though the citizens are anxious that the road 
be either leased or sold, and taxation in this 
way reduced, still they demand that it 
shall go into the hands of such parties as will 
work for the interest of the city. The city 
Duilt the road at a considerable loss to them- 
selves for the purpose of obtaining the Southern 
trade, and the city should enjoy thd full benefit 
of it. The interests of the city, it was claimea, 
would be best subserved by the success of local 
aspirauts for the road, and under no circum- 
‘Stances would many of our capitalists consent 
to its gomg to the Louisville & Nashville,. 
but as the bid of that road was 
among the lowest, all fears from that 
direction areat anend. It does not appear, 
however, that Cincinnati capitalista would be 
successful. The Trustees of the road reserved 
the right of rejecting any or all bids, and may 
deoide upon one of the lower bidders, but the 
highest bidon the list was manifestly that of 
Samuel Thomas, who represented the New York 
syndicate with which Gov. Foster's name has 
been associated. His bid was as follows: For 
the first five years, $880,000; for the second tive 
years, $1,100,000; for the third five years, 81.950. 
Q0uU; for the fourth five years, $1,375,000; and for 
the fifth tive years, $1,550,000.

The refusal of Vanderbilt to accede to-the ad- 
vance ja east-bound freight rates last week has 
made him very much dislixed with the managers 
= geoestas roads, who 


make the war more expensive to Vanderbilt 
than it has been thus far. Of course, by taking 
such action, the anti- Vanderbi!t roads will suffer 
as much as, if not more than, the Vanderbilt 
roads, but they calculate that a decisive and 
expensive war wiil bring Vanderbilt terms 
much gificker than the slow and one 
that has been curried on during the last few 
months. It is evident that Vanderbilt lost 
nothing by the 15-cent rate, while his competitors, 
who had not/as good facilities, did lose money.

The anti- Vanderbilt lines 
therefore have come to the conclusion that they 
would have to make such rates as would be un- 
profitable to the Vanderbilt lines as well as to 
themselves in order to force Vandervilt to 
terms. stay evidentiy calculate that Vander- 
bilt will not be willing to have this war go on if 
he is subjected to heavy losses. Yet, if Vander- 
bilt does not care to sink a few millions in this

Mr. H. B. Ledyard, 
General Manager of the Michigan Central, ur- 
rived in this city yesterday, and his visit no 
doubt bad some connection with this matter, 
for, shortly after his arrival bere, the 
V 2 roads contracted for a good deal 
of flour, and it is believed that the rates 
they made were as low as those made by the 
Grand Trunk. This week's statement, it is 
claimed, will make a better showing in flour 
shipmerts by the Vanderbilt roads, and tnere 
will be no such de tage ng of shipments 
over the Grand Trun The Vanderbilt roads 
have no doubt decided to meet any rates made 
by their adversaries, and will take the business 
at whatever rates they can getit.

STATISTICAL.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 2%4.—The sharp rise 
in wheat on the Chicago Board of Trade has at- 
tracted the attention of the officials of the Bu- 
reau of Statistics of the Treasury, and the opin- 
ion is maintained very generally that the ad- 
vance is much more than the situation warrants, 
taking into consideration the surplus of last 
year, the crop of this year in the United States, 
and the harvest prospects abroad. A gentleman 
connected with the Bureau furnished to-day an 
advance statement to shew that if the rise is not 
clearly artificial it is at least very much increased 
by artificial means. The advance sheet showing 
the export for J uly shows the fact that the for- 
eign demand is falling off when comgared with 
the corresponding period of last yeur, which 
must tend to retard the movement of the old 
wheat and add something more to the stock on 
hand when a new crop comes on. This surpius 
from last year amounts to about 50.000.000 
bushels, according 3 the aoe a oe 
How slowly this is go out may see 
the fact that in June, 1881, but 10,284,286 bushels 
were exnorted, against 15,787,263 bushels for, 
June, 1880. The exports for the fiscal year end 
ing June 30, 1881, amounted to 150,575,577 bushels 
of wheat, while for the fiscal er ending June 
80, 1880, the export was 153,252,795, a decrease of 
2,677,218 bushels caused either by the high price 
at which it was held, high freights, or 8 
also not quite so great a demand abroad. To 
offset this there was a slight gain in the export 
of flour. Corn also that went up. ‘t is said, in 
sympathy with wheat, shows a larger loss, the 
export for June, 1881, being 8,047,861, and for 
June, 1880, 15,159,378 bushels.

Tue English Parliamentary Committee ap- 
pointed last winter to investigate complaints 
against the railway companies has madg a 
preliminary report. The Committee finds 
that the task assigned it requires-more time 
than was anticipated. Though they have 
been in session all summer, they k permis- 
sion to take further testimony and report to 
a future Parliament. They recommend, 
however, that a permanent tribunal should 
be established, having the functions of an 
American Railway Commission as to com- 
plaints, but not as to schedules; that this 
body should have judicial duties and power 
to enforce the acts of Parliament; that the 
companies should classify goods as between 
themselves and the public, as they now do 
between each other, and thata notice of at 
least one month should be required of a pro- 
posed change of rates. The last provision 
strikes very near home on American soil. 
Disinterested experts insist that it should be 
enforced here, but the railway companies al- 
lege that it would be highly injurious to 
them and to the public.

Tux despondency of the New York Times 
as to the possibility of bringing the star- 
route thieves to justice ig the more remark- 
able as that journal has itself collected and 
published the evidence to justify a convic- 
tion. The Times unquestionably has the 
best inférmation on this subject. It declares 
that the Attorney-General and Postmaster- 
General are not supported as they should be 
by public opinion; that the wrong touches 
the peoplé too remotely to excite their inter- 
est in any great degree; and that the absorb- 
ing charaeter of the crime against the Presi- 
dent contributes to that end. The New 
York Post, we are glad to see, takes a more 
cheerful view of the situation. 
not see why a temporary cessation of 
public attention to the cases should weaken 
the powers of the law officers of the 
Government. All that it deems necessary 
for a fair trial and prempt conviction is an 
honest jury, which is difficult but not impos- 
sible to obtain in Washington. It is to be 
hoped the Times did not mean to imply that 
the prosecutions would be dropped or feebly 
pressed if Gen. Arthur should sueceed to the 
Presideney. Mr. Dorsey himself, though he 
has had the impudence to eall on the Vice-

clemency. The mere suggestion of it would 
be an insult to the Vice-President, who has 
always borne the reputation of a pure and 
upright man in public life, though his polit- 
ical methods have been fiercely assailed. 


Win the need “of ean? restrictions to 
prevent the total destruction of our forests is 
s0 apparent, it is not often that they are im- 
posed by State authority. The National 
Government is powerless to interfere, except 
for the protection of the public lands, and the 
laws enacted for this purpose are liberally 
interpreted and feebly enforced, if at all. 
Settlers on timber-lands have not always 
been informed that the regulations imposed 
upon them were different from those estab- 
lished for prairie settlers. ‘The law forbids 
persons who have acquired timber-lands 
under the Ifomestead or Preémption acts to 
remove more of the timber than may be 
necessary for purpeses of cultivation. This 
provision has beer flagrantly violated 
by persons who have acquired the 
title to Government timber merely 
for the purpose of selling it to spec- 
ulators. The new Commissioner of the 
Land-Office has undertaken to stop this 
abuse. He has caused the provisions of the 
law in this respect to be stamped in red ink 
upon the blank receipts issued to timber- 
land settlers; and has enjoined upon local 
agents the duty of watching and reporting 
cases of depredation:and violation of the 
laws. These orders may be a partial reme- 
dy. But it is evident the waste of timber 
cannot be stopped or repaired until the State 
Governments take an active interest in the 
subject. They may not be able to prevent 
the destruction of forests whieh have actual- 
ly passed into private owneiship; but they 


may protect such as still belong to the State,

PREPAYMENT OF CALLED BONDS. 

A year ago Congress was invited by the 
then Administration to consider the fact that 
during 1881 there would mature some $700,- 
000,000 of National bonds bearing interest at 
the rate of 5 and 6 per cent, and to the neces- 
sity of legislation authorizing these bonds, 
or such of them as would not be paid in the 
meantime, to be funded at a lower rate of in- 
terest. ngress took no action until the 
session which ended last March, and then 
refused to pass any bill except one limiting 
the rate of interestto 3 per cent, coupling 
this with legislation intended to close out 
the National banks. The President was 
forced to veto this bill. The Democratic 
majority left the incoming Administration 
burdened with the responsibility.of meeting 
$700,000,000 of bonds maturing in the recess 


and without authority to fund them in other 


bonds bearing lower interest. 

President Garfield, with great good sense. 
called to the Treasury Department a gen- 
tleman’ free of all personal or party af- 
filiations with Wall street or the stock-gam- 
bling interests. Mr. Windom addressed him- 
self at once in a business way to meeting the 
emergency. He proposed to the holders of 
the bonds to have them extended, by indors- 
ing on their face a eontract that after ma- 
turity they should bear only 34¢ per cent in- 
terest until such time as Congerss should 
make further legal ‘provision, retaining 
the power of paying off the extended 
bonds at the pleasure of the Government. 
He named dates at which this offer was to 
expire, and the result was that the bulk of 
the bonds were at once sent to the Treasury 
to be indorsed with the contract. He then 
called in for payment all the unextended 6 
per cents for payment on July 1; all the un- 
extended coupon 5 per cents tee payment 
July 12; and ail the unextended registered 5s 
for payment Oct. 1. The 6 per cents and 
the coupon 5 per cents were paid, or, if not 
presented, all interest on them ceased on 
the dates named. 

The Secretary has now issued a notice that 
holders of the registered bonds payable on 
Oct. 1 can have their money, principal and 
interest, at any time, and without waiting 


for the Ist of October. The money for this 


It does 
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to nearly $30,000,000, and can be of some 
service in the market, and will go far, if such 
athing be needed, to prevent any possible 
stringency in the currency. At all events, 
it is useless in the Treasury, and the Secre- 
tary has wisely taken this step to close out 
the great work begun by him immediately 
after entering his office. The propriety of 
closing this work will occur to every one. 
The precarious heath of the President 
and the possibility of a change in the 
Administration suggest that this great 
financial undertaking be finished with- 
out delay. The Secretary has now 
disposed of the whole $700,000,000 of ma- 
tured bonds by obtaining from tne cred- 
itors a voluntary extension of the bulk of 
them at 344 per cent interest, and by the pay- 
ment of the remainder. The last order, offer- 
ing the payment of $30,000,000 unextended 
5 per cents now, practically tinishes the great 
work, the success of which alone is suflicient 
to make the present Administration, and es- 
pecially Mr. Windom's share in it, memora- 
ble in the history of the Government. 


TAMMANY PRACTICES IN SAU. 

The Spanish people, usually slow in adopt- 
ing American fashions, for the reason that 
they think their own: better than other peo- 
ple’s, have adopted one feature of our polit- 
ical system, and at their election last Sun- 
day to renew the Chamber of Deputies, re- 
cently dissolved, sought to put it in practice. 
The feature is a familiar one here, pariicu- 
larly in New York and Chicago. It will be 
remembered that there was a time once when 
it was thought by people that only honest 
votes should be’‘counted, and that the ballot- 
box should be free from corrupt influences 
and dishonest manipulation. Of coyrse, that 
time has passed (though it is probable there 
yet remain some old-fashioned and conserva- 
tive people who still cling to these erroneous 
ideas), and ballot-box-stuffing and repeating 
are considered among the legitimate meth- 
ods of carrying an election. It was the last- 
named practice that is, ‘*‘ repeating ’—which 
the Spaniards engrafted upon their political 
system, and by which they hoped, of course, 
to give expression to the popular will as Amer“ 
icans do, —that is, by letting a few peripatetic 
bummers do the most of the voting 
at various polls. The Conservatives of 
Madrid undertook the American method, 
and so closely copied our system as to indi- 
cate either that they had given it ver) care- 
ful study, or that some organizer of repeat- 
ers, either from Tammany or the Carter 
Harrison cliqye, must have been on the 
ground to instruct them. They selected 250 
men, registered them at every precinct in 
the city under false names, and then ar- 
ranged to march them round on Sunday to 
each of the polls to deposit their votes. As 
there are twenty polling-places, and as each 
man would vote twenty times, it follows that 
the 250 men would have east 5,000 votes if 
they had been successful,—a result which 
would have cheered the hearts of the Amer- 
ican patriots who exercise the inalienable 
right of ballot-box-stuffing. 

Unfortunately the trick ‘failed, which 
shows that the Spaniards were not fully 
posted in all the details, because the system 
works admirably here, and the plan for stuff- 
ing a ballot-box is as practical and success- 
ful as the most simple piece af machinery. 
This would seem to indicate that the job 
was not engineered by a Chicago. bummer 
or by a Tammany organizer, as we have in- 
timated. The Governor of Madrid got wind 
of the trick, and before the election seized ail 
the papers and then arrested the Committee 
who had concocted the job and the 2530 fe- 
peaters who were to have done the heavy 
voting and clapped them into jail. Here 
again the Spanish plan was inferior to ours, 
in recognizing repeating as acriminal offense 
and. punishing it. It only shows that 
they have not reached that high plane 
of democracy where every vote cast is con- 
sidered an honest vote, and as such must be 
counted. There was a still more remarkable 
defect in the Spanish plan. The fraud was 
attempted in the interest of the Conservative 
party, and one of the Conservative party 
gave it away to the Governor. The ex- 
traordinary course of this reprehensible 
individual is something which no Democrat 
in this country will comprehend. The idea 
that a member of the party, though he may 
not have been concerned in the plot itself, 
should not immediately dlose his eyes upon 


any fraud arranged by his leaders is some- 
thing which 4. be understood by 


patriots of the mocratic persuasion. 
Evidently there was a screw loose some- 
where in the Spanish system. The next time 
that the Madrid Conservatives want to try 
this little game they should send to our city 
authorities fortwo or three experts in the 
business. We have got it down to the accu- 
racy of mathematics and to the beauty of a 
fine art. The very charter under which we 
live was ballot-box-stuffed upon us, and since 
that time almost every possible sort of cor- 
rupt jobs and contracts and general iniquity 
has been fastened upon us inasimilar man- 
ner. It works perfectiy here, and there is no 
reason why it should not in Spain, provided 


the people get over the old-fashioned idea | 


that honesty should play any part in an elec- 
tion. 


THE LIGHT or THE FOCIURE. 

The great Electrical Exposition now open 
in Paris, and the successful applications of 
elecsricity exhibited there, especially in the 
operations of the electric liglit, confirm the 
prediction, more than once made, that elec- 
tricity will be the light of the future. Though 
stillin the very infancy of the science, its 
advocates are making marvelous progress, 
for the reason that the scope of electricity is 
limitiess. It is the great—nay, the greatest— 
foree in Nature, and as it is convertible into 
sound, light; and heat, and in each of the 
three conversions more powerful, brighter, 
and more intense than any other ferce we 
know, there is no reason why it should not, 
as soon as it.is properly governed, usurp the 
functions of other forces. Its control is al- 
ready largely accomplished, for a daring 
operafor can seize this terrible force which 
cleaves the heavens in twain and shakes the 
earth, imprison it in a lady's thimble, and 
with it send dispatches across the Atlantic, 
while another daring operator coolly takes 
this fearful agent and boxes it up, sending it 
by express to friends for future use, or car- 
rying it roundin his pockets. It required 
considerable courage for Ben Franklin to 
Hy his kite after it, but what would the oid 
philosopher have said if he had seen M. Faure 
putting up a package of it to be sent C. O. D. 
to his friend in Edinburg. That it will at 
some future day take the place of steam and 
propel steamboats, and railroad trains, and 
even our ordinary street-cars, and drive ma- 
chinery, there can be no doubt. That it will! 
aso be used for heating purposes admits of 
as little question. Its nearest use, however, 
will be that of illumination. ‘The London 
World, speaking of it, says: The Lord 
Mayor’s guests at the Guildhall last Friday 
evening, at the conversazione with the Medi- 
cal Congress, had an opportunity of seeing 
the light under some of its newer conditions. 
The experiments were unanimously pro- 
nounced successful. The light has been 
proved to be divisible in almost any quanti- 
ty, and is free from the worst defects noticed 
in former experiments on a large scale. It 
was void of that disagreeable hardness that 
is common, and also of the wavy movements 
in seeming ebb and flow which are so painful 
to the eye.” It may not take the place of 
1. e gt er N 
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a very short time, and when that time comes 
it will be such a blessing not alone to the eye, 
but to the general health, and comfort, and 
convenience that people will wonder how 
they could ever endure gas or oil as illumi- 
nators. It, will do away with greasy candles, 
filthy oil lamps, and poor, unhealthy gas, and, 
so far as illumination is concerned, will be 
as superior to any of them as the 
telegraph is to a mail-coach. Then we sball 
bid good-hy to the hot, filthy, unhealthy 
atmosphere of our factories, warehouses, 
and large printing offices, which are now 


„ heated like furnaces, either by gas-jets or 


oil student-lamps, and filled with uncon- 
sumed gases, among them carbonic acid and 
carbureted hydrogen, which are so deleteri- 
ous to health, and have in their place a soft, 
brilliant, odorless, healthy, and clean light. 


. Our great museums, libraries, opera-houses, 


depots, parks, and streets, as well as private 
houses, will be lit for once as they have 
never been lit before, and all public places 
will for the first time become public in the 
real meaning of the term. On sea as well as 
fand its beneficent work will be exerted, 
averting the danger from fire on shipboard 
and illuminating the watery wastes from 
mastheads for miles so brightly that 
collision will be impossible. At home 
we shall have brighter, cleaner, and 
healthier households, and the rays penetrat- 
ing every dark place in our streets will have 
the tendency to reduce crime and make 
human life as secure as it is in the daytime. 
It is only a question of improving the modes 
of generation that remains before this can be 
accomplished. Its divisibility, its economy, 
its practicability, and its superiority as an 
illuminator haye been established, and every 
day the electrical inventors are steadily and 
rapidly approaching the complete solution of 
the problem. There are readers of THE 
TRIBUNE who -will live to wonder how they 
could ever have endured any other light. 


THE FUTURE OF IRELAND. 

The passage of the Irish Land bill opens 
the way for the improvement of the Irish 
people asit has not been open for centuries. 
It for the first. time places before them the 
opportunity of. obtaining undisturbed pos- 
session of the land for tifteen years, and a 
right of property in their leases and in all 
they may place on their land. This is some- 
thing they have never had before, outside of 
portions of Ulster. During those fifteen 
years’ possession they will be enabled to 
fructify that land and make it doubly pro- 
duetive, the entire increase being their own. 
The earnings of the land will in part remain 
in [reland, and wil] not all be carried off as 
heretofore to be ®€pended in England. 

Ireland has been paying a land rent to her 
alien landlords averaging $60,000,000 a year 
on yearly rack-rented leases, and this, going 
on year after year for generation’, has 
destroyed all other industries, and left the 
whole people dependent for existence on the 
precarious supply of food raised from the 
soil. All other forms of labor have been 
discantinued, and at certain seasons the un- 
employed Irish have been forced to find tem- 
porary work at harvest-time in England. 

But under the new Land law, with the 
people rooted in possession of the soil, and 
with their earnings and accumulations, at 
least in part, their own, there is no reason 
why they who have survived spoliation and 
famine may not now prosper and grow in 
wealth and comfort. The Land League has 
accomplished the partial emancipation of the 
land of Ireland, and it is now needed that 
this League shall find employment for the 
labor of men and women not needed on 
farms by the immediate revival of such man- 
ufactures as can find profit in that country. 

Ireland is deficient in her supply of avail- 
able iron and coal, and, lacking these, can- 
not hope to compete with Great Britain in 
any industry where these are important 
factors. Nor is it: natural to expect that 
Irish manufactures ean be promoted or 
encouraged by any system of “boycotting” 
the people into the use of Irish manufactured 
goods to the exciusion of the British. There 
is no patriotism in trade, nor are 
the Irish people an exception to the 
universal rule that men and nations will buy 
where, they can get the cheapest goods, E 


gland, with her established productions, her 


vast machinery, and especiaily her abun- 
dance of coal and iron, can flood Ireland with 
cheaper goods than can be produced at 
home. The ready market for American 
productions when offered cheaper than the 
domestic articles in lreland, England, France, 
and Germany is ample evidence that patriot- 
ism will alway 
and the 1 goods. But Ireland has 
what England has not: an abhndance of 
never-failing water-power. It is true that 
Ireland once had extensive factories for 
manufacturing leather, woolen, cotton, linen, 
and perhaps other goods, and that thése were 
practically suppressed by the British laws 
torbidding exports, but the great 2 which 
suppresses them now is the want of capital, 
and the fact that England can produce them 
cheaper. The first thing that must be done 
is to induce the British Government to aid 
the Irish people in developing the now use- 
less water-power with which the country is 
so exceptionally provided. This is, ot course, 
essentially necessary to any general system 
of manufactures, and there is not now in 
that country the means necessary to utilize 
this great natural power. No such aid, how- 
ever, can be expected if the senseless system 
of attempting to exclude British goods is 
adopted. The Irish manufacturers must 
succeed, if at all, by open, honest, and fair 
competition, not only for the sale of goods in 
the home market, but also in the foreign 
trade. Despite all opposition, the export of 
linen is still maintained in competition with 
that of England. 

Having Zobtained the means to put the 
water-power of the island in use, the next 
thing needed is capital with which to erect 
buildings, provide machinery, purchase ma- 
terials, and pay for labor. The capitai for 
these purposes is not in Ireland. It does not 
exist there, and ean only be obtained from 
England by the voluntary subscription of 
British capitalists. There is no question that 
his capital will readily seek investments in 
manufactures in Ireland, provided there is 
peace in Ireland. The talk of dy namite con- 
spiracies and of civil war must be 
fatal, as it ought to be, against in- 
vestments in manufacturing enterprises 
where there is no order save that which is 
compelled by force, and where the sugges- 
tion that the mill is put in operation by En- 
glish capital will be sufficient for the appli- 
cation of the torch or the killing of the 
manager. 

lreland has to learn that manufactures and 
all other industries such as would give per- 
manentemployment to half a million of 
men and women operatives not needed on the 
land will never thrive, will never survive, 


never invite capital in the absence of peace 


and quiet or in the absence ef security for 
life and property. Capital and government 
aid are essential, but neither capital nor gov- 
ernment aid will be forthcoming in the 
presence of proclamations of revolutionary 
committees threatening murder, arson, and 
extermination. Ireland has the land by a 
tenure that can have no change, save into 
one of permanent proprietorship. As pos- 
sessors of the land and as prospective pro- 
prietors of the soil, the Irish people are now 
firmly planted, and their political importance

Ir is expensive business keeping a mis- 
tress in addition to a wife in elegant 
style. And it is probable that the How- 
gate defalcation in Washington will prove to 
be one of the most remarkable cases of pecu- 
lation ever perpetrated in the Government 
service. Howgate handled the funds of the 
Signal Service. When that branch of 
the public business was first estab- 
lishéd, large expenditures were neces- 
sary for the outfit and appliances 
to be used; but after the plant had 
been purchased the current expenses ought 
not to have been large. The fact that the 
appropriations for the Signal Service were 
kept up, nevertheless, at an average rate of 
$450,000 per year ought to have attracted 
attention and investigation long ago. How- 
gate’s plan of operations was to procure 
from those who furnished supplies dupli- 
cate vouchers in blank, explaining to them 
that the money paid them was drawn from 
the appropriations of different fiscal years, 
He would thus have vouchers in his posses- 
sion which he could fill up at his own dis- 
cretion. If Howgate has been engaged in 
swindling during the entire term in which 
he has held office he has had. the op- 
portunity to steal a large amount ‘of 
money. Some of the Washington dis- 
patches place the amount of his plunder 
as high as $400,000, alleging that it was his 
practice to appropriate about one-fourth of 
the money which passed through his hands, 
and basing the estimate on the aggregate of 
funds set aside for the service. This esti- 
mate may be exaggerated, but, as the Gov- 
ernment has already proceeded against 
Howgate.to recover $101,000, the steal is cer- 
tainly not a smal! one. 


THE bridgetenders of Chicago have long 
been regarded by ordinary citizens as a superior 
class of beings, their superiority being chiefly 
in the direction of natural meanness, with which 
ché@racteristic a large majority of them seem to 
be entirely too well supplied for the comfort of 
those with whom they have relations of any 
sort. Whetber the soft, sensuous odors that are

ficient as circumstances will permit, except in 
the matter of arresting violators of the law. 
What is needed is a general onslaught on the 
drivers of trucks, omnibuses, backs, and ex press 
wagons. A few fines and an occasional visit to 
the Criminal Court will convince even the most 
obstreperous of these gentry that the streets of 
Chicago were not made exclusively for their use. 
A few years agoan effort on the part of the 
South Side street railway to inflict cars without 
conductors on the public was promptly resented, 
and a few well-known citizens headed a move- 
ment which speedily led tothe withdrawal of 
the obao xious vehicies. A similar course of ac- 
tion might be advantageousty ‘followed in the 
case of the reckless teamsters. Let every man 
who sees one of these law-defying ruffians in 
the act of running down pedestrians or people 
in light vehicles take the number of the offender 
or the name of the firm whose wagon he drives, 
report the fact to the police, and then testify to 
the facts before the Police Court. The teamster 
nuisance has got to be stopped, and the sooner 
the people set about it the better.

Lake Bluff Coercive Teetutal Meeting. 

The first step in the battle will be to con- 
vince the Teutons that compulsory teetotalism 
is “temperance.” The Germans define the 
meaning of the word temperance the same as in 
our standard lexicons—viz: Moderation; 
avoidance of excess; opposed to any improper 
indulgence, but especially to gluttony and 
drungenness.”"’ But coercive teetotalism, which 
Prof. Fisher advocates, is nowhere defined to 
mean “ temperance.” The Germans universal- 
ly contend that drinking beer or wine in moder- 
ation is temperance, and if the teetotal battle 
can never be won until that nationality is con- 
verted to the doctsine that their favorit bever- 
age is poison or intemperance the period of 
their conversion, we fear, is very distant. That 
nationality has been brought upon beer since 
the days they fought Julius Caesar so desperate- 
ly on the banks of the Rhine.

THE APACHES. 
Tucson (Arizona) El Fronterizo, Aug. F. 

The Apaches are continuing their bloody work 
in New xico, and up to date the Government 
has not succeeded in arresting their depreda- 
tions. The parties of Indians on the warpath 
are constantly being increasea by reinforce- 
ments from the reservations, and a reign of ter- 
rorhas been inaugurated in Chihuahua and 
Sonora as well as in New Mexico. 

it is the opinion of many well-informed and 
reliable people that for some months past the 
Indians have been making preparations for a 
general insurrection througbout this part of the 
country, gradually accumulating arms and am- 
munition, and bringing their plans to maturity 
under the protection of the Government, aided 
by dishonesty and lack of vigilance on the part 
of the Agents. 

We are also of thi infdOn,—knowing so well 
the treacherous and thirsty character of 
the Indians, the great license allowed them on 
thejr reservations, and convenient blindness 
of the Agents, 

We are, therefore, under the gravest appre- 
hensions that these scattered risings are the 
forerunners of great loss of life and damage tu 
property. Whether this be the case or not, the 
authorities should use every means to prevent 
the insurrection from becoming more generak: 
and, joining with the Government of Mexico, 
should hunt those already in arms until they 
are completely exterminated. No more conces- 
sions to these fierce wretches thirsting for blood 
and rapine. 


THE CHOCTAW LICENSE-FEE. 

LittLte Rock, Ark., Aug. 25.—The Gazette's 
Fort Smith special says: Lieut. Shoemaker, 
United States army, acting under instructions 
of Iudiau-Agent Tufts, who is eamped, together 
with a company of twenty soldiers and a body of 
Indian mulitia under Gov. McCurtain, a few 
miles from this city, in the Choctaw Nation, is 
issuing peremptory orders to all white settlers 
who have not yet paid the odious license-fee to 
the Caoctaw authorities to quit the country ifn- 
wediately.

LAKE FRIGHTS. 
GRAIN. 

Grain frights showed increased strength yes- 
terday, and the rate was advanced a quarter of 
a cent on corn to Buffalo, 34 cents being paid 
by shippers. Vessels were extremely scarce, 
most of the grain-carriers now in port not being 
ready to load. The room availabie was quickly 
taken, shrppers apparently being anxious to 
charter, as it is quite likely that better gates will 
be demanded from this time on by — — 
and agents, as grain is accumulating at this 
point very rapidly, and must be moved to make 
room for that being shipped from thie interior. 
The rate on corn toSarnia also advanced a 
quarter of a cent, to2 cents, and on flaxseed to 
Buffalo to 4 cents, at which price one charter 
was made.

PREPARING FOR THE FALL GALES. 

The following from the Milwaukee Sentinel 
represents the condition of everthing iu the 
marine line at this port: It is quite customary 
with nearly all vessei-owners and masters at 
this season to begin the work of repairing their 
vessels and replacing old and worn out canvas 
with new material, so as to put them in con- 
dition to meet the equinoctial gales experienced 
during the fall months, and in consequence the 
various shipyards and ship-chandlery stores 
do a good business. As each season goes by ves- 
sel-masters learn that due precaution in this 


matter sometimes saves them considerable 


trouble and money. Nearly every vessel arriv- 
ing in port is having more or less repairing done. 
The ship-chandlers report an unprecedented de- 
mand for sails of every kind, and also ail kinds 
of new gear.“ 

A POLICEMAN BADLY NEEDED. 

Ifa frightful accident does nut happen some 
day at Lake street bridge it will not be the fault 
of the teamsters who drive over the bridge. 
There is but one policeman stationed at the 
bridge, and he has to stay on the east approach. 
Whenever the bridgetender rings the bell to 
warn teamsters and foot- passengers that the 
bridge is going to open, he or his assistant has 
to run to the west side of the bridge and drive 
the teams back, as their drivers allwhipup and 
attempt to get on the bridge. Ali this consumes 
time, and is not the bridgetender's business. 
Whatis wanted is another policeman on the 
west approach to keep reckless drivers off 
the bridge after the bell rings. It is boped the 
Superintendent of Police will detail a man 
for the purpose, one of those policemen that 
usually attend picnics, and thus prevent a 
frightful catastrophe, which is sure to happen 
some day at this bridge unless teams can be kept 
off when vessels are approaching at full speed, 
the ringing of the bridge bell being the signa!

He 
stated that the whule amount involved in the 
original transaction was only some $12 or $15, a 
fact which makes the allegation against the con- 
stable even more serious than if it were a Con- 
siderabie sum. He also said that Justice Scully, 
who issued warrant, was not in any way 
blameable for the Constable's conduct, as 
when he did 20 he vised him 
that McGuire was sick, and ordered bim not to 
make any disturbance at the hoyse. When he 
found out, too, that the Constable had dirre- 
garded his order he condemned his conduct 
severely. The case, if these statements are 
true, seems to be one more added to the list of 
bigh-handed brutality on the part of Cook 
County Constables, and the trial will be looked 
forward to by the public with deep interest.

GLUCOSE. 


EFFECTS OF THE RAPID ADVANCE IN THE PRICE 
OF CORN. 

The rapid advance in corn during the past five 
or six weeks, and the likeiihood that it will com- 
mand stili higher prices, das given a great stim- 
ulus to the trade in glucose sugars and sirups, 
and within the past ten days quite a specu- 
lative demand has arisen, which so far 
has absorbed the production of all 
the factories which are now in operation, and 
in many cases large contracts have been made 
for future delivery at prices which have kept 
up quite close to the advance in corn. 

Yesterday a TRIBUNE reporter devoted most 
of the afternoon to interviewing the representa- 
tives in this city of the glucose factories which 
are scattered through the Western country. 
With one or two exceptions they reported an 
exceedingly active demand for all grades of 
their products, 22 + Welle many thought that 
future prices were bound to rule much higher 
than at present, others thought the current 
prices ot corn ad reached such a 
pitch that a une was inevitable. 
and hence corn, sugars, and sirups were bound 
to thictuate more or less. and for a time the 
market would be very unsettied. The refinery 
at Geueva, with a daily capacity of 1,250 bushels 
of corn, and the Pekin house, with a capacity 
of about 1,500 bushels, have, for the present, 
shutdown. The managers bave sold ali their 
product, and have na contracts to be filled. For 
the present they prefer to remain idle, and will 
do so until the corn Market gives to them indi- 
cations that current prices will be maintained 
in the future. The Leavenworth and Freeport 
houses are running full capacity, that of Des 
Moines is eniargi its machinery, and 
in a few weeks will able 
to double its former capacity. The 
Peoria refinery is preparing to increase its ca- 

acity about one-third. The agent of four 

estern refineries has sold since the Ist of the 
month 5,000 barrels, and he informed the re- 
porter that if be had as muvh more to dispose 
of he could find a market for it without going 
out of his office. 
THE YIELD OF GLUCOSE TO THE BUSHEL OF CORN 
varies from twenty-eight to thirty pounds, 
though some manufacturers claim to obtain 
thirty-two pounds, but tnis is from an extra dry 
and soundcorn. The average yield is about 
twenty-nine pounds, taking the daily 
run of l the factories East and 
West. The cost of manufacture, in- 
including cooperage for the product, is about 29 
cents per bushel. With corn at 624 cents,—to- 
day's quotation,—the net cost of glucose per 
pound is about three and a quarter cents. A 
gallon of sirup weighs from 1).60 to 11.65 pounds, 
which would make the net cost about 38 cents. 
At this figure corn sirup is about five cents 
higher than the ordinary yellow sugar sirup 
made from cane sugar. And hence, us one of 
the dealers quaintly remarked, the mixers are 
now adultering glucose with cane sirup. 
When the former is lower in price than 
the latter, it is the latter which is 
adulterated. With both goods running on an 
even keel. there is no necessity for mixing, ex- 
cept to furnish the market with an amber sirup, 
which, on account of its color, is preferred by 
many consumers. Crude giucose sugar, such as 
is used by the brewers in the manufacture of 
lager beer and ale, is selling for three and a halt 
cents per pound,—an advance of about one and 
a quarter cents over the ruling price of last 
spring,—and the consumptive demand ffom this 
source is constant and strong. Refined 
goods for confectioners’ use seil at four 
and a half cent to six anda half cents, accord- 
ing to color amount of saccharine matter. 
» THE IMMENSE BUILDING 
now under construction by the Chicago Refining 
Company near Polk street bridge bas reached its 
ninth story. There are three more stories to be 
erected, and the establishment will not bein run- 
ning operation for about cighteen months. It is 
the general impression of the trade that the re- 
finery will be devoted to the manufacture of 
giucose, amber cane sugar, and sirups, and the 
manufacture of the lower grades of sirups and 
refined goods from Cuban sug@s, for pur- 
poses of mixing. With Chicago as the 
atest corn centre in the world, the Chicago 

„Hint Company will be in a position to avail 
itself of all the facilities of the original market 
for the raw material, and also of the city's post- 
tion as the great distributing point for manu- 
factured goods in the Northwest. It is also un- 
derstood that the Company will use every en- 
dea vor to aid and foster the cultivation of the 
amber cune, one of the varieties of sorghum, 
among the farmers of this State. The importa- 
tion of raw sugars from Cuba, it is expected, 
can be done as cheaply via New Orleans and the 
Mississippi barge lines as via New York, and with 
cheaper coal and a more immediate market the 
process of refining can be done as cheaply as at 
any of the Atlantic cities. ‘ 

e improvements which have been perfected 
during the past twoor three years in the map- 
ufacture of glucose have rendered it a very 
forinidable opponent of the sugar cane, es- 

ally in the way of sirtips and the lower 
grades of refined sugars, and with the improved 
machinery and greater skill that are bound to 
supersede the present, the day is not far distant 
when cane sugar will only find its consumers 
among the wealthier classes and those who 
prefer the natural to the artificial goods.

OFFICER CROWLEY. 


INQUEST ON THE VICTIM OF KELLEY’S BULLET 
AND THE BLOOD-POISONING WHICH ENLUED., 

Coroner Matson yesterday finished the inquest 
on the body of Officer Daniel Crowley, who was 
shotJuly 25 by one Ed Kelley, and died from 
blood-poisoning resulting from the bullet- 
wound. The West Madison street police-officers 
had hoped to be able to capture Kelley, who is 
well known, butso far they have failed to get 
him. The sup-position is that he is out of town— 
ate oy | on the lakes—and that he will ulti- 
mately be brought in. 

A girl named Minnie Daley told the story of 
the murder. Crowley. she said, came to her 
house and told ber she was wanted asa witness 
in a police-court case. Shé and ber mother went 
with the officer to the police station, and, when 

assing a saloon on the corner of Quincy and 

Jesplaines streets, Kelley trod on her foot. 
Crowley demanded to know ‘what he was doing, 
and showed his star. The fellow made an 
abusive answer, and the officer, who was in citi- 
zeu's clothes, struck him witha cane. Kelley 
instantly i 

PULLED A REVOLVER FROM HIS SLEEVE 

and shot the officer in the thigh, causing the 
wound which resulted in his death. The officer 
drew bis revoiver, but it was out of-order, and 
Kelley succeeded in effecting his escape. One 
James Jones, who was with him at the time, bas 
been heid in jail ever since, and was cailed on 
to testify at the inquest. He professed entire 
ignorance, altbough it is well known that he was 
with Kelley for some hours before the murder. 
The jury recommended that Kelley should be 
held to the Criminal Court, and that Jones 
should be held as an accessory before and after 
the fact. The girl Daley was held as a witness. 


SAVED BY MARRIAGE, 
THE FATHER GIVES UP HIS LONGINGS FOR 
VENGEANCE. 

The case of August I. Tobiaski, a burly young 
Pole, who was brought before Justice Kaufmann 
Tuesday before last charged with committing a 
rape upon a young girl named Augustine Kaczoz, 
daughter ot a North Side saloonkeeper, and held 
toanswer under $1,500 bail, which he was not able 
to furnish, came up before the Criminal Court 
yesterday morning. Since his arrest he had 
been pining in the jail, the father of the girl 
having for many days remained inexorable in 
his purpose of having the young tellow pun- 
ished. Yesterday, bowever, the girl ana ber 
father were both present in court, and Mr. Mills 
explained to Judge Gardner that they had both 
come to the conclusion that, after all, the young 
man had not been fully -guilty of the 
crime charged against him, and that they 
were willing that a marriage should be had. 
The prosecuting witness and the defendant hav- 
ing both expressed their desire to get married the 
Court ordered Bailiff Oleson to conduct them to 
a magistrate, and said that as soon as the mar- 
riage had been accomplished the prisoner might 
be discharged on his own recognizance. A li- 
cense was secured, and the couple were made 
happy by Justice Kaufmann, the same who bad 
heid the young man over to trial, after which 
the husband was allowed to go at large. 

There is no doubt that considerable misappre- 
hension exists as to the exact nature of the le- 
gal requirements of the charge which was 
yrought against Tobiaski, and State s-At- 
torney Milis 8 told of an juter- 
esting case u point. A few days ago 
a woman called upon bim and charged the un- 
pardonable offense upon a man whom she de- 
sired to bave arrested and punished. She at first 
made out a very clear case against the man who, 
she bitterly complained, was able to hold his 
bead high in the air, while she was an object of 
contempt to her acquaintances wbo had heard 
of her misfortune. “Ah,” she added, “if they 
only knew that be promised to marry me before 
I consented, they would not think so ill of me.“ 

It is unnecessary to add that Mr. Mills felt 
called upon to investigate the case no further, 
and that the woman left the office wondering 
what kind of justice it was which deprived her 
of au avenging of ber great wrong. 


A BAD ASSESSMENT. 


A SERIOUS BLUNDER IN VALUING RAILROAD 
PROPERTY. 

In the matter of assessing railroads it has 
transpired that the Assessors of the county, 
acting under the advice of the County Clerk, 
made a reassessment of the real estate as weil as 
the personal property. County’Attorney Will- 
ett discovered the mistake some days ago, called 
Mr. Klokke's attention to it. as also that of the 
Committee on Equalizadon, and wrote the State 
Auditor on the subject. He received the follow- 
ing yesterday, which explains itselt:

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 25.—The city is being 
flooded with stock, a number of countrymen 
bringing in all they can spare to sell, being un- 
able to feed them except at great loss. Several 
who were approached on the subject at the 
Stock-Yards said that even if they dis- 
posed of their stock at asacrifice and were 
compelled to replace ti same in the fall at full 
prices, it would be cheaper thau to feed what 
they had no actual use for until the fall season.

A person from Oldham 
a ge said: The water in the section I have 
just visited is so scarce that whole families have

CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—The extremely critical con- 
dition of the President, which may end fatally 
auy day, and even if a permanent convalescence 
shall be the result of his case, the certainty that 
the Chief Magistrate will be -prostrated for 
months and unable to dischargeabeduties of the 
office, present a situation before the country of 
such gravity that one must feel the necessfty of 
the early assembimg of Congress. Congress 
ought to be called together to meet by the 2th 
of September. if not earlier. Who shall issue 
the proclamation? Of course, Mr. Garfield can- 
not do it. But Vice-President Arthur and the 
Secretary of State can. In case of Gen. Gar- 
fleld’s'death, and the accession of Mr. Arthur to 
the Presidency, no person under the law is enti- 
tied to the succession in case ot the death of 
Mr. Arthur. 

Our people are a law-abiding people, but is it 
prudent to permit even the possibility of such a 
terrible contingency to arise as that of a head- 
less Government, when no man could lawfully 
exercise the Executive power? 

The present provisions of law are inadequgte. 
They can only be supplied by act of Congress, 
and Congress should immediately have the op- 
portunity to enact the requisit legislation on the 
subject. In fact, as it now turns out, Tt would 
have been better if Congress had assembled be- 
fore this. 

In an editorial of Aug. 24 THE TRIBUNE ad- 
vises Judge Davis to vote fora Republican as 
President pro tem. of the Senate. hy wouldit 
not be a good thing for Republican and Demo- 
cratic Senators.to vote for Judge Davis for 
President pro tem. of the Senate? He has the 
confidence of the country. This is not a tima to 
open a partisan battie for power. If the party 
men can agree on bim, there will be no struggle 
at all. If they try to elect any one else there is 
liable to be a long cortest over it. Lex.

CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—Now that it seems to be 
conceded by all that the deatb of President Gar- 
field is only a question of a brief space of time, 
many are the anxieties and surmises touchiug 
the nature and measure, of punishment that 
will be meted cut to that vilest of wretches, his 
murderer. Hang him, say some; lynch him, say 
others. Give him States Prison for life; send 
him to the Lunatic Asylum, exclaim others. 
Any of these would more than likely prevent a 
further commission of crime by him, but none 
of them are adequate to the enormity of the 
past. The first would at once put him beyond 
shame and disgrace amongst his fellows. The 
second would have about the same effect, with 
the addition of a breach of the law, which the 
people wish to see upheld. The third would 
send him to a den of criminals, where he would 
notoriously gloat over what be had done. The 
fourth would place him among r unfortu- 
nates who deserve better at the hands of those 
in power than to have a premeditating murder- 
er placed among them. 

Now, sir, I, too, have been casting about to 
find a punishment suitable for Guiteau, and 
which would, at the same time, act as deterrent 
‘and preventative to others who. fog, notoriety 
might be inclined to take life in higu e laces, an 
it is this: 

Take him, at an early day, as near to the spot 
where he committed the unprovoked crime as 
locality will permit. There strip him and give 
him puPliel twenty-five lashes with a cat-o’- 
nine-tails, Return him to jail, placing him at 
hard labor. Repeat this every month for one 
year, and (my word for it) he will not be over 
anxious to court that notoriety he has endeav- 
ored so hard to perfetuate by the murder of so 
grent and good aman as James A. Garfield, or 
any of lesser note. 

I may here say that such an example 
might not be amiss amongst t. class 
of criminals who so liberally use the revolver, 
with or without provocation. They are gener- 
ally cowards, lt their chances of a little cor- 
poral punishment would make them think twice 
before acting, and would undoubtedly prevent 
many such murders as are committed daily 
throughout this country. The character and 
standing of the country are at stake in that 
connection, and I think all good men and true 
will that something must be done. The 
iash has acted like a charm in the prevention of 
crime in other countries. Why not in this?
